raising wheat?" Is a question which 
Macon county farmers are seriously 
asking themselves and 
each 
other. 


.The increasirg number of chinch buss 


has provoked this question. Great 
damage waa done to tha corn crop In 
Macon county last year by the chinch 
bugs, ana It Is believed that they are 
more numerous this year than last. 
Many farmeis believe that the chinch 
bugs will take the county unless tf.tjr 
can be checked, and it Is their conclu- 
sion that the only way to check them 
is to quit raising crops that the buss 
eat. 


It is assumed by many farmers that 


while chinch bugs are most destruct- 
ive to growing corn they have their 
start in the wheat, and 14 corn were 
eliminated they would have nothing to 
eat during the season when they are 
most numerous, while It the growing 
of wheat were abandoned they would 
have no place to start.

"I would consider It » great mis- 


take to quit raising wheat In order 
to get rid of chinch bugs," said Mr. 
Walforth 
"In the first place, cut- 


ting out the wlwfat would not neces- 
sarily 
eliminate the chinch hues. 


While many of the first crop do hatch" 
crat in the wheat, we hear this year 
that large nfimbers of them hatched 
in the corn fields. WBat would be 
the use of eliminating wheat as a 
Harm product In this county as long 
as there are other things for the 
chinch bugs to eat, »uch as timothy, 
millet, foxtailed grass, etc.? They are 
fonder of foxtall'grasa, which was the 
original millet, than anything else I 
know. 
* 


"In the first place I have never 


known of a case in which chinch bugs 
have totally destroyed a wheat field, 
I have heard of such casei but never 
personally knew of one. They do in 
a good many Instances totally destroy 
corn fields. The growing of corn in 
my opinion Is the thing to be reduced. 
ThUt crop may be replaced in a large 
measure by clover, alfalfa, soy beans, 
cow peas and other crops which the 
bugs will not eat. 


DIFFERENCE OF OPINIONS. 


3. 0. Ferris, county surveyor, «tates 


that he saw a field of wheat In Oak- 
ley township in which twelve or fif,; 
teen acres had been totally destroyed 
Ly chinch bugs. They were migrat- 
ing across the road by millloni to- 
ward a near-by cornfield when he 
was there. The wheels of his car 
crushed them by thousands, but o£ 
course could not kill all of them.

meant the traffic that under proper 
conditions would not exist. 
Whole- 


sale houses often require that goods 
shall be delivered from the streets 
across the sidewalk and during this 
delivery trucks must stand in the 
roadway, seriously blocking traffic. 
If 'these houses are located adjacent 
to 'retail shop* or 
residences, 
the 


nuisance is not confined, to through 
travel, but extends to local. 
These 


conditions often exist in our grow- 
ing American cities, where the loca- 
tion of Industries is unrestricted., 


With a zoning system the different 


classes of business are so located that 
their wants and necessities 
can be 


provided 
fo"r efficiently 
and 
In a

For Instance, wholesale houses can 
often be entirely confined to districts 
where f they can be supplied, direct 
from railway tracks, thus doing away 
with the use of many trucks.

Thus, 


under a zoning system special traffic 
naturally adjusts itself to serve cer-

TAKES HARD WOORK. 


Let no one suppose that all, or even 


any, of'these men do not make good 
chairmen of their respective commit- 
tees. As it happens, In the cases of 
nearly all of the committees, named, 
the chairman has a unique equipment 
of experience and of the particular 
kind of ability needed for the particu- 
lar committee 
But the Aspect In 


which age may be, and occasionally 
Is, a handicap, lies in the degree of 
hard work frequently required from 
the chairman of an important com- 
mittee. 


It happens again and again that 


the chairman ot one of these com- 
mittees must hold hearings on a pro- 
posed measure 
These hearings fre- 


quently run into weeks or months 
Often the chairman of the committee

, MOST ATTEND SESSIONS. 
At the same time, while he Is hold' 


ing these hearings, he must not neg-

Neither must he neglect his corres- 
pondence nor the ordinary work of 
his office. 


The net of all that can be said 


about the mere factor of age is that 
some means should be provided by 
which a younger man can take on his 
shoulders the Immense burden 
ot 


hard detailed work Involved In an 
Important committee chaArxnsjnshlp 
and that the older men should be 
given more leisure for reflection and 
greater opportunity to allow tbe sen- • 
ate and the country to 
have the 


benefit ot their experience and wis- 
dom in the shape of speecnes and 
discussions within the Senate itself. 


There should be In tbe Senate as 


there is among colleges and ullver- 
s I ties, the sort of position that I* 
known as "President Emeritus," or 
"Chairman Emeritus." 


SHOULD USE ENERGY.

FINDS OBSTRUCTIONS 


"We must not expect radio wavu 


to trarel out from a transmitting sta- 
tion, over some enormous distance 
to a receiving station, without en- 
countering some obstacles somewhere 
la its path. 


"Substances which are obstructions 


to light or sound waves are not nec- 
•ssarlly such to radio waves. 
For 


•rample, we know that radio waves 
pass through the walls of a house 
with only slight loss. 
But there Is 


some substance In the space around 
the earth which does have 
effect 


upon radio waves. This substance Is 
BOt nnlforrMy 
distributed 
through 


space but is present here and there, 
Is continually changing location and 
magnitude, and consequently has ev- 
•ry erraclo effect on the passage of 
radio waves. 


THE RADIO FOG. 


"The condition Is quite similar to 


the use of s. searchlight In a fog 
which might be \ar>ing rapdlly in 
dersity or location or. both 
This 


rad'o fos Is commonly supposed to 
be made of Ionized air. that Is, air 
which by some influence has become 
a partial conductor of electricity. 


"Of course this radio fog ne\er 


stands still and is changirg from mo- 
ment to moment under the Influence 
of ths complicated conditions of our 
atmosphere, and so the radio wave 
passing through space surely has an 
adventurous journey because It meets 
«leetrlcallv charged clouds, patcnes 
of Ionized air, ana perhaps other 
obstacles of which-ne know nothing. 


BEST RADIO AT NIGHT. 


"It Is a fact, often observed, that 


jt ia possible to work radio 
com- 


munication over much greater dis- 
tances at night than In the daytime. 
This may be explained by the effect 
of the sun upon the air, which causes 
lorlxatlon of it, ana Is most active 
In til. daytime, and practically ab- 
sent at nijht. The sun seems to be 
responsible without question, in view 
of the fact that very erratic results 
in Ions; distance reception are always 
noticed at ounrlse and sunset, 


"With. the Dr«oedlng statements in 


mind It should be clear that when one 
it receiving over long: dlst inces— 
several hundred of miles—It la nat- 
ural for th» waves to come through 
•trong at on* moment, and to fade 
•way considerably the next moment, 
•a some obstacle to 
radio 
waves 


florae* b*tw«en the transmitter and 
r«o«lT»r. 


"TJnfortwiatftly, no way of avoiding 


this dlffisnlty Is known today. The 
transoceanic radio stations have to 
bs equipped with high power appar- 
atus In order to worlc through, the 
bad period of the day and year. 


OUD MAN STATIC. 


"And DOW, let us consider for a 


moment, that arch «nemy of radio— 
Old Man Static. "When llarconl first 
began to receive messages over dis- 
tances of a few miles, he noted, be- 
sides th* signals he was listening 
for, noises which had nothing to do 
wltn the signals, and every receiv- 
ing operator since that time has 
heard those same disturbing and in- 
terfering noiies. 


"These noises have 
been 
called 


strays, or atmospherics, or static, 
and the elimination of them Is the 
most important 
profolem in raxlio 


communication today. 
The instens- 


Ity of this disturbance Is different 
/at different parts of the earth's sur- 
face, being progressively worse from 
the temperature to the tropical zones 


VARIES WITH SEASONS. 


"The Intensity 
of 
static varies 


jreatly with the seasons of the year. 
Tor •xamplc, In the northern part 
of th* United States, It is practically 
absent during th* winter months, in- 
creases during th* spring, 
and Is 


most sever* during 
th* 
cummer,

"W* know that static Is worse in 


the summer when variations in the 
atmosphere are greater and more 
frequent. 
Also it is often observed 


in the winter time, that the forma- 
tion of snow causes static. Without 
knowing definitely the o.-igln of this 
disturbance, it seems safe to assume 
that the actions which take place 
In our atmosphere, due to the air, 
the sun, sun spots, water vapor, etc., 
are responsible for the creation of 
these Irregular, 
irresponsible 
and 


very troublesome waves 
which we 


call static 


"Since they are BO much like the 


radio wa\es In nature no way has jet 
been foi*nd of eliminating them com- 
pletely. Progress has neen made in 
the last few years, however, and ths 
transoceanic stations are much more 
free of this Interference than for- 
merly The problem of complete elim- 
ination of static is the most difficult 
one In radio, and 1C solved, we shall 
have a new epoch In radio because 
the power of transmitting stations 
can be greatly reduced and the reli- 
ability of commuication increased"
